Under 
the direction of Dr. Holland the replica 
has been made with such care thar it 
minutely resembles the real] skeleton 
which the doctor himself helped take out 
of the ground in Wyoming a few years 
ago. Thanks to careful packing it has 
come acrose the ocean without accident, 
and as the mahogany bases upon which 
it wil] stand have already been made in 
London, there will be no delay in getting 
the huge creature into place. In shape 
it somewhat resembles a mastodon, and 
is nearly 30 feet from the tip of its nose 
to the end of its tafi. 

Barly in May Mr. Carnegie will come to 
London to present his gift in’person. Al- 
though this presentation will be a cere- 
monious affair, its details have not yet 
been arranged. It is very likely, how- 
ever, that either the king or some mem- 
ber of the royal family will receive the 
Diplodocus. 

While not actually at work on the Dip- 
lodocus, Dr. Holland will give his time 
to studying his favorite branches of nat- 
ura] ecience: One of these is insects, 
and I found him the other morning busy 
with a lange box of rare new guinea bui- 
terflies on the table before him, while all 
about were cases of curious specimens 
which he expects to examine. Sir George 
Hampson, director of the insect depart- 
ment of the museum, has given Dr. Hol- 
land a place in one of the large, front 
rooms of the building, and this will be 
the doctor’s headquarters while tn Lon- 
don. 

Dr. Holland, whose present visit to 
London is his fourteenth, is well known 
to the scfentific societies here, and al- 
ready has renewed his acquaintance with

Some of these boys naturally found 
their way to Eton, but in the almost 
complete absence of any records it is 
‘difficult to discover their names. A few, 
however, have been rescued from vari- 
ous sources. The most important of 
these names traced by Mr. Austen-Leigh 
jis that of Thomas Lynch. The following 
ig his record as established by Austen 
Leigh’s researches:

London, April 22.—It ts not often that’ 


a current book is either Praised or con- 
Cemned from the purpit of Westminster 
Abbey. Guy Thorne’s novel, “‘When It 
Was Dark,” was, however, commended 
mot long ago by the bishop of London, 
preaching in the Abbey, and now Hterary 
folk in London are discussing the vigor- 
Ous attack made there by Canon Beech- 
ing upon the late Oscar Wilde's “De 
+rofundis’—an attack which is especially 
Significant as showing the religious 
point of view. 

The canon, who has been at the Abbey 
since 1892, {s, however, also a writer, 
Raving published several original vol- 
umes and edited both Milton and Shake- 
Speare. Of “De Profundis’ he said: ‘It 
presents a caricature of the portrait of 
‘-hrist, and especially a travesty of His 
doctrine about sin, that is quite astonish- 
ing. If that picture were true, the Phart. 
gees were right when they said of Him 
that He cast out devils through Beeize- 
bub, and the priests were right in send- 
ing Him te death as a perverter of the 
people. 

“The writer of the book, who !{s dead,” 
continued the canon, “was a man of ex- 
ceptional literary talent, who fell into 
Giagrace; and whether it is pity for his 
sad fate or admiration of his style in 
writing that has cast a spell upon re- 
Viewers, and blinded them to his mean- 
ing. I cannot say; but I do say that 
they have not done their duty to English 
society by lauding the book as they 
have done, without giving parents and 
guardians some hint that it preaches a 
Goctrine of sin, which, if taken into ro- 
mantic and impressionable hearts, wili 
send them quickly down the road to 
shame. The chief point on which the 
writer fixes is Christ's behavior to the 
sinners, and hig theory is that Christ 
consorted with them because He found 
them more interesting than the good 
people, who were stupid. May God have 
pardoned the sin of the man who put this 
stumbling block in the way of the simple, 
and may he shield our boys and young 
men from that doctrine of devils that 
the way to perfection Mes through sin.”

Carnegie has contributed 
'$5,000 for the foundation of two scholar- 
ships at the London Guild-hall School of 
Music has given some clear color to the 
rumor that the millionaire in future will 
not expend so much of his surplus wealth 
on the establishment of free libraries in 
this country. 
Professors of 


music and directors of 


;musica] academies thoroughout the king- 


idom have been bombarding Mr. Carnegie 
tor some time past, with the view of in- 
ducing him to devote a share of his mon- 
ey to the cultivation of music among the 
middie classes. It has been pointed out 
to him that musical accomplishments are 
sadly neglected in England and Scotland, 
while in Ireland, they have been dying 
with the depopulation of the country. 

With the exception of the isolated case 
mentioned Mr. Carnegie has so far given 
no indication that he will endow music 
academies, but those who have been his 
library adwisers say that if he does go 
in for encouraging music the middle 
classes will not be the objects of his 
philanthropy. When he commenced builld- 
ing libraries he pointed out plainly that 
he Intended them for the poor and the 
working men who could not afford ta 
buy books or newspapers. 

Mr. Carnegie’s library advisers wlll op- 


'pose any music scheme that does not in- 
‘clude iy its object the cultivation of mu- 
sical tastes among the children who 
receive the most of their education in 
the public elementary schools of thea 
country. Mr. John Morley, his particular 
chum, would be the strongest opponent 
iof endowing middle class schools of 
| music,

London, April 22.—The German emperor 
has all the vices of a fashfonable actor. 
He must hold the center of the stage. 
The limelight of popular attention must 
always be thrown upon his august head. 
So ardent is his passion for advertisement | 
that he cares not what he does to achieve 
it. 

Even if he inflicts an injury upon his 
empire, he must arouse the interest and 
curiosity of the world. For the last two 
years the sun of his glory has been 
eclipsed. Russia and Japan have usurped | 
the large space jin our public prints 
which William II. believes should be- 
long to him, and he has been restlessly 
trying to find a diversion. At last he 
has succeeded. His journey to Morocco 
is by this time discussed in every quarter 
of the globe. 

But what does it mean, this journey to 
Morocco, and what was it that induced 
the German emperor to undertake it? One 
thing is certain: If Russia had net been 
actively engaged in a disastrous war the 
emperor -would never have set foot in 
Tangier. Optimist though he is, devout 
believer in the destiny of his empire 
though he shows himself, he is still con- 
scious that in times of peace he has a 
dangerous enemy upon either side. 

Complete Somersault. 

If Japan were not tightening her grasp 
on the throat of Russia he would not 
dare to insult France. But he knows 
as well as another that France does not 
want war, and that she is not likely to 
move against Germany at a moment 
when her “great ally’’ has his hands full. 
That is the reason why the emperor 
chose the present moment for his dem- 
onstration, and when once he had de- 
termined to make a demonstration, Mo- 
rocco no doubt seemed as good an ob- 
ject as any other defenceless and unde- 
fended country. 

A brief’ year ago he had not the same 
confidence. He professed to be perfectly 
satisfied with the arrangement made be- | 
tween England and France.

she is not singular; but she will not keep 
her peace and quiet if the German em- 
peror makes any more sudden descents 
upon her coasts, 


‘Bad Form.’’ 

While France has watched events with 
the utmost keenness, she has shown a 
most praiseworthy reserve in her com- 
ments upon the antics of the emperor. 
She confesses that his behavior is ‘“‘dis- 
obliging,’ as indeed it is, but she be- 
trays no irritability of temper, and it 
need not be said that she will quietly 
pursue her work of “peaceful penetra- 
tion,”’ as though William II. had never 
left Berlin. After all, it is not worth 
while to display temper against a man 
who is not serious, even though he be an 
emperor. From the point of view of 
form, William IT.’s conduct is deplorable, 
but “‘form’”’ is not the pecullar virtue of 
Berfin, as Paris knows perfectly well. 

The emperor of Morocco will make such 
reforms as he deems necessary after the 
French or Islamic model, according to 
his own taste and discretion. As the 
kaiser says, he is a free monarch, and 


he is not likely to sacrifice his freedom + 


to please either the French republic or 
the German empire. 

In a few months Willlam IL’s exploit 
will be forgotten. The trade which Ger- { 
many does with Morocco will neither be 
increased nor decreased by the brief visit 
of the imperial tourist. and France will 
be left in peace to cay out the policy 
which she has adopted with the ap- 
proval and sympathy of England. 

But one thing will be left, even when 
William IT. has gone back to Berlin, 
and when the imperial chancellor has 
done his best to explain away his mas- 
ter’s indiscretion, and that is a. bitter 
sense of annoyance. France and Eng- 
land are in the position of a man who 
has been splashed with mud thrown up 
by an ill-driven carriage, and they will 
resent the insult now and for a long 
time to come. And this is a result which 
no san monarch would desire to pro- 
auce.

A Kick from a Trained Nurse. 

Some of the most serious delays, caus- 
‘ed, I suppose, by advertisements for 
bids, have been in supplying the hos- 
pitals. Severa] of the doctors have told 
me that they have been out of impor- 
drugs for a considerable time, but 
it was not until this morning that I had 
a detailed statement as to the lack of 
medical and surgical necessities. My in- | 
formant is one of the American trained 
nurses who has been employed at An- 
for several months. Said she: 
“We have had great trouble In get- 
When 


sent down for a hospital of W00O beds. We 
have now 300 beds in use and no propor- 
tionate increase of supplies. This means 
a lack of basins, rubber sheeting, lamps 
and lanterns. We have had only a few 
temperature thermometers. In my ward 
I had twenty-three patients and in or- 
der to get a thermometer to take their 
temperature I had to go to another ward 
to borrow one. This was the case in 
other wards, and it so resulted that in 
one ward no temperature was taken 
from 1! p. m. until 9 a m. the next 
day. The nurse in charge of that ward 
would have had to go out in the dark, 
down the hill. through the trees to an- 
other ward to borrow a thermometer. 
She was afraid and did not go, and I 
don't biame her. Such thermometers 
can not cost more than 50 cents apicce 
at wholesale. 

“Another thing we needed, but could 
not get,” the nurse went on, “was ab- 
sorbent cotton and gauze We ordered it 
from the United States, but it takes a/ 
months to get an ordinary purchase | 
through, and for weeks we lacked this | 
material to dress wounds and drain tnem, 
We used old mosquito netting for a time, 
and also bought cheese cloth of the Pan- 
ama stores and tried that. The cheese 
cloth contained starch, and, when ft be- 
came dry, it woula make a covering over 
the wound stamding out from it. I do 
not know that any injury resulted from 
this, but it was certainly a great annoy- 
ance to the doctors anu nurses.” 

“How about drug suplies?’’ I asked. 

‘‘We have been short of a number of 
important medicines at times. We have 
been entirely out of arsenic, strychnine, 
and also of tron, 
One of the 


@¢1d strychnine. We were once out 
of that for weeks, and it was the same |

Nurses at Panama. 

“What kind of a position is that of 
trained nurse at Panama?’

Far from it: he has 
gtven it concomitants that heighten {ts 
ertistic beauty without the unpardonable 
fault of over-interpretation. The veil of 
mystery is still] shrouded tn symbolism 
and allegorical lecendry in Wagner's 
Sreat musical dramas, and in the piece 
46 resistance of his laborious life of ar- 
istic creation, the crowning act of his 
venerable years, ‘“Parsifal,’’ histrionic 
and rhetorical art hold but darkly the 
mfrror up to music. 

And yet who will not feel the spirit- 
ualtty of “Parsifal’” the more and the 
Detter extract its musical essence by un- 
@erstanding somewhat the alchemy of its 
divine harmony? This great lyric drama 
end spiritual allegory may be far above 
the common ken in the metaphysical 
heavens, but its story is not so allegori- 
eal and abstrusely symbolic but that its 
student, with a mind, and particularly, 
@ soul open to understanding, can di- 
Vine enough of {ts mysticism to grasp 
Sts exalted moral. 

Tt fs the literary side of the master of 
Beyreuth's grand musico-dramatic pro- 
duction—the work that he was pleased to 
regard as his masterpiece—that furnish- 
@e the nearest possible key to interpre- 
tation. The story of ‘“Parsifal’” is a 
beautiful one from a poetic standpoint, 
and far from incomprehensible. 

The critics may differ as to the 
interpretation, and, indeed, various in- 
terpretations are plausible enough; but 
the moral is so obvious that he who 
hears and sees may understand. 

First, however, let us have the story. 
It is another Grafl story, a theme so 
popular in the mediaeval ages when 
Knight errantry was fed on _ religious 
vealotry rather than romantic chivalry, 
and whether the knightly fanatics were 
those of King Arthur’s round table, in 
the western isle, or those of the cru- 
sade cross along the storied Rhine, the 
holy cup of the passover was the mythi- 
eal object around which their sacred 
legendry move its nebuloug but poetic 
imaginings. The Holv Grail was to the 
dense superstition of the time {fn re- 
Ngion what the Fountain of Youth was to 
the romantic credulity of the Spanish 
explorers in the world-wide field of ad- 
venture. In some of these myths the 
Grajl is in the actual possession of holy 
men and warriors of the cross: in oth- 
ers it {Is elustve and intangible, a will- 
o’-the-wisp that plous knighthood pur- 
sues quixotically, braving rea] dangers 
and conjuring In {ts diseased fancy im- 
possible ones. 

In the Parsifal legend the Holy Grail, 
about whick’ the beautiful story is bullt, 
is in the custody of a colony of monks 
and knights who dwell in the high- 
jands guarded by the feudal castle of 
Montgalvat. This sacréd cup, the verita- 

‘ble one pressed by the divine lips of 
the Savior at the Last Supper, and 
which, after the crucifixion, gniraculous- 
ly received the blond from His spiked 
hands and feet, and fhe Roman spear 
that had been thrust in the dying Christ's 
side, were the sole Object of this feudal 
organization’s vigilance and prowess at 
arms. The tmpious, the Infidels and 
tne barbarians of the world withour 
coveted possession of the Holy Grail and 
sacred spear, which were reputed to hold 
strange power of enchantment, and par- 
ticularly were they coveted by Kling- 
gor, the wicked magician, whose castle 
of mystery stood in the valley below the 
eensecrated mount. 

Time was when Klingsor was an aspi- 
rant for knightship in the Holy Grail 
or a novice in. the order. He failed of 
admission to full membership because of 
his spiritual inability to withstand flesh- 
ly temptations, to accomplish which trt- 
umph of soul he removed the physical 
possibility of yielding to temptation, This

craven act barred him forever from Mont- | 


salvat. Thereafter the Wizard, Klingsor, 
yea only for revenge against the Holy 
Grail brothérhood and its ruler, King 
Amfortas. In his gruesome castle he 
nad a laboratory, like another Faust or 
Manfred, and here, by the black art and 
mystic chemistry, he wrought spells up- 
on whom he willed. In his enchanied 
garden he causes to grow flowers which 
are siren women, and these flower-wom- 
-@n debauch the celibate knights of hing 
Amfortas. Determined to overcome the 
diabolical power of the wizard, King Am- 
fortas leads his forces against the cas- 
tle of Klingsor in terrific battle. In his 
hand he carries the sacred spear. The 
wizard’s castle is about to fall, when 
Amfortas, traversing 2 by-path dione, 
{is confronted by a veritable Venus. This 
surpassingly beautiful woman js tne 


{chief instrument with which Klingsor 
seduces holy men from the path of virtue. 
_Amfortas succumbed to her voluptuous 
| wiles. While in her embrace the sacred 
| Spear dropped to the ground and the 
| next instant Klingsor, who is hidden in 
ithe . shrubbery, siezes the 


wound in the side. The moral 
ness of the king caused the attaca un 
the Castle of Perdition to fail,-and his 
wound, made by the sacred spear, was 
immedicable, He could find absolutely no 
relief from the intense sufferings it 
caused. The sacred spear remained in 
the possession of Klingsor, who employs 
it to further work his malicious magic. 
With its aid he hoped to even capture 
Montsalvat. 

Now enters Parsifal, the title hero of 
the play. The name itself was allegec 
by Wagner to mean “pure fool,’’ one 
entirely innocer* or simple in carnal] un- 
derstanding. . guileless youth dwell- 
ing alone with his aged mother in the 
forest, Parsifal, boy-like, is lured from 
home at sight of a cavalcade of Grail 
knights passing, and follows them to 
the gates of Montsalvat, bow and ar- 
row in hand. Here, temporarily, we 
leave Parsifal and return to suffering 
King Amfortas and the siren Kundry. 
By a strange duality of nature, this se- 
ductive creature ig both good and evii 
in her deeds. When not under the wick- 
ed spell of Klingsor she is repentant, 
and her remorse of conscience leads her 
to serve the knights of the Grail in 
humble, even menial service. She brings 
an Arabian magic balm to heal the 
king’s wound for which she was respon- 
sible. The salve does no good. Amfor- 
tas and his knights know that the wound 
must be touched by the stolen sacred 
spear to effect a cure, and the king has 
had it divinely revealed to him that 
the healing must come at the hands of 
a “‘pure fool, awakened by pity.’’ 

At this juncture, when King Amfor- 
tas is seeking relief by a bath in the 
waters of the lake and just after Gurne- 
manz, the Nestor of the Grail squires, 
has finished his narration to his com- 
radeg of the shameful story of how the 
king received his awful wound, Parsifal 
is dragged before the royal litter and 
the knightly attendants, having been 
eaught in the act of shooting a swan 
in the sagged park. Gurnemanz re- 
proaches the youth for having shed in- 
nocent blood, @nd Parsifal feels the 
stirrings of divine shame and pity: He 
tells Gurnemanz the story of his simple 
life and the old squire hopes against 
hope that here may be the foolish one 
destined to heal the king and restore the 
honor of Montsalvat. Gurnemanz takes 
Parsifal to the temple to witness the 
solemn anniversary ceremony of un- 
veiling the Holy Grail. The king, un- 
worthy as he is, must uncover the sa- 
cred cup. He hesitates to perform the 
holy office. The voice of his dead fa- 
ther, ‘iturel, is heard issuing from his 
tomb behind the throne, commanding his 
royal -son to proceed with his historic 
duty. By the potency of the Grail the 
father of King Amfortas comes forth 
from the tomb and repeats his com- 
mand. The unworthy king obeys, Then 
follows the impressive scene of the 
Lord's Supper, which Parsifal witness- 
es with rustic ignorance and curiosity. 
The suffering of Amfortas alone moves 
Parsifal to sympathy, but imperceptibly. 
Gurnemanz, angered by the youth's cal- 
lous stupidity, thrusts him from the hall, 
The scene shifts to Kingsor’s castle. 
Parsifal, in the course of time, has be- 
come a brave Rnight, returning to the 
region of Montsalvat after wonderful ad- 
ventures in the great world of sinful 
men, throughout which he has retained 
his purity of heart and simplicity of 
mind. Like another Quixote, he ad- 
vances against the wizard’s castle sin- 
'gle-handed, easily vanquishing its 
itenders. Meanwhile, when the castle is 
‘about to fall, in his alchemist’s den 
| within Klingsor coniures forth the beau- 
tiful Kundry, Mke the summoning of 
| Astarte, and bids her evercome Parsifai 
i'as she overcame King Amfortas. Par- 
‘sifal enters the perilous garden of ihe 
lenchanted flower-women. The flowers in 
‘living human guise subject him to the 
‘temptations of Saint Anthony in the 
| desert, but to no avail. Then the voice 
‘of Kundry is hear calling, ‘‘Parsifal, 
It sounded Ifke his mother’s 
'voice. Amazed and remembering the

No 
more consecrated mission ever engaged 
the efforts of good people in Georgia.

‘two wars have swept over old Midway 


and left their lasting and indurating im- 
press. 
Virtues and Traditions. 

“But better than preserving the walls 
of this sacred edifice, better even than 
rescuing from decay the crumbling monu- 
ments which mark the spot where a great 
race of Georgians lies is the duty of 
maintaining unimpaired the virtues and 
traditions of the old Midway colony 
which has left such a distinctive stamp 
upon the history of our commonwealth. 
I do not know that there is in all the 
history of Georgia such a distinguished 
society as that which you represent to- 
day. Certainly in no one spot on this 
earth is there the relic of a sturdier race 
than remains in the Westminster abbey 
of Georgia, grouped under the cathedral 
oaks of Midway, and reared in this me- 
morial altar of Liberty.

Ven- 
erable and fllustrious men you have 
come down to us from the very twilight 
of our country’s history: you have 
crowned the cradle of Georgia with a 
halo which age cannot obscure!

A week ago this 
Northern Securities stock had a market 
Value of $152,440,000, at the closing 
price of the day before—which was !85. 
Hiere was a paper profit of over $52,009,- 
G00. The head of the Union Pacific 
company had Just been dropped from the 
Northern Securities directory, and Wall 
Street was saying that there was a fizhnt 
ahead. Union Pacific was In the minori- 
ty, so far as voting paper went, hav- 
ing only $82,400,000 out of nearly $400,- 
000.000 stock, while the Hill-Morgan 
fact had a good working majority. 
Hill himseif having $32,000,000 in his 
maine, according to the record filed with 
the secretary of state at Trenton, when 
application was made to reduce the cap- 
ital of the company by 99 per cent. 
There was every reason in the world 
Why Union Pacific should sell out its 
stock and convert it tnto cash. Being 
a minority stockholder in Northern Se- 
curities and occupying the same posi- 
tion in the subsiifary companies when 
Northern Securities assets are distributed 
One-half or a quarter as much stock 
wouid do it as much good as its prescnt 
enormoug holdings. 


Selling Some of It, 

According to circumstantial evidence, 
the Union Pacific company has been act- 
ing on this impulse for some weeks past 
and has disposed of many millions of 
its Northern Securities stock in the open 
market, beginning above 160 and ‘‘feed- 
ing it out’’ all the way up to 185 and 
on the way down again to below 170. 
Certificates of Northern Securities stock, 
delivered in the name of an officer of the 
Southern Pacific (a subsidiary company 
of Union Facific), seem to establish this 
Tact. It was apparently inadvisable to 
put this stock in the name of the Union 
Pacific, for it would serve to depress the 
price and take away the market. But 
On all sales made above 150, for in- 
Stance, will yield an enormous profit to 
the Union Pacific company. Union Pa- 
cific is in a position of controlling the 
market for Northern Securities stock, It 
Can sell as much as can be disposed of 
when the price runs up, and if it chooses 
buy it back on such zreaks as occurred 
thise week. It is largely a question of 
worth to Union Pacific to 
hold this stock. What is its earning 
capacity? What will Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific be able to keep 
paying in dividends? To the average 
person in Wall street it looks as‘if the 
boom in ““orthern Securities had been 
vastly overdone on expectation of im- 
aginary “melon” cutting, which is not 
gure to be realized.

Cash Gain Was Larger Than 
Indicated by Estimate, 


Statement Showed a Gain of $5,162,- 


New York, April 22.—The Fnancier 
says this week: 

“The feature of the official statement 
of the New York associated banks last 
week was much larger increase in cash 
than was indicated by the estimates, 
which were based upon the traceable 
movements of money during the week, 
the statement showing a gain of $5,!162,- 
300, while the estimates called for an 
increase of $1,437,975. The difference 
of about three and a quarter millions 
between the actual and the estimated 
gain was, in great measure, part due to 
the fact that the bank statement included 
operations on kriday and the entire bank 
week, While the estimates took account 
ot only ntive days of that week ending 
with Wednesday night. This oOmissi0ou 
ot Thursday was necessary because oO: 
ine closing of the stuck exXcualige Ol 
wood Friagay, and in oruer lo mane the 
preuminary estimates OL any vaiue pup- 
lucauon tnereol had to ve made on ‘inurs- 
aay. The unsettled siockK market on tna 
day dountiess caused a large return Ol 
money from nearpy points which haa 
been remitted hence in tne early part ol 
the week, thus increasing the bank av- 


erages; moreover, subtreasury operations 
at the end of the week contributed to 
the gain of cash by banks. Deposits 
were increased $12,206,600, which amount 
is only $579,800 less than the sum of 
the increase in loans and in cash; there- 
fore, the statement made a good proof 
The required reserve was augmented 
$3,066,650 through the increase in de- 
posits, which augmentation in reserve 
requirements, deducted from the increase 
in cash, left $2,195,650 as the gain in sur- 
plus reserve to $11,448,050. Computed on 
the basis of $16,959,400 public deposits, 
the surplus is $15,687,900. Loans were 
increased $7,683,800, but this item was 
robably made up on declining averages, 
here was doubtless a large expansion 
of loans during the first half of the week, 
which was followed by heavy liquidation 
on Thursday and thereafter as the re- 
sult of the unsettling fall of stock val- 
ues on Thursday. These liquidations, 
however, were not In sufficient volu.e to 
affect the earlier increase in loans. The 
daily average of bank clearings for the 
week was $323,000,000, again § $347,000.,- 
000 in the previous week. The clearings 
on Saturday, reflecting Friday’s business, 
were only $123,636,2387. Comparison of 
loans show that eight banks increased 
the item 9 11-16 millions net: nine banks 
gained 2 3-4 millions net cash.”

Upon the Market 


Started Down Toboggan on Tap of 
the Gong, at One Time Selling 
11 1-2c Under Previous 
Close—Closed at an ed 

Even Dollar. 


Chicago, April 22.—Wheat for Mey deliv. 
ery sold here today at 98 1-2c a bushel, 
a sheer decline of I! !-2c. from the clos- 
ing quotations of Thursday, the last pre- 
vious session of the board of trade. Ex- 
citement seldom paralleled accompanied 
the sensational slump. The «cause of 
the break was an apparent final abandon. 
ment of the supposed gigantic effort of 
John W. Gates and other Wall street not- 
ables to corner trade in May wheat. To- 
day, as on Thursday, millions of bushels 
of May wheat were thrown upon the mar- 
Ket. As a result, the price of May option 
Started down the toboggan instantly 
When the gong sounded for the begin- 
ning of business. The wild downward 
plunge continued throughout the day with 
the exception of one or two slight rallies. 
During the last few moments of trading 
one of the few upturns occurred and the 
final figures was $1 a bushel even. Under 
active support from Armour & Company 
the July option in wheat experienced only 
& smal) loss, the net decline for the day 
being 5-8c a bushel. Corn, oats and pro- 
Visions were wholly undisturbed by the 
flurry, closing prices today being practi- 
cally identical with the latest quotations 
of Thursday. It seemed to most traders 
to be evident from the start that the 
Gates coterie had withdrawn support 
from May wheat. Opening quotations on 
May were off I@2c at $1.08@1.09. July 
Was a shade lower to |I-8@I-4c higher at 
87 3-8@87 5-8c. Within 5 minutes May 
had sold down to $1.07. From all sides 
May wheat was offered for sale, but the 
only buyers appeared to be traders with 
Short lines to cover. Houses that have 
heretofgre presumably been operating for 
the so-called Wall street crowd were 
heavy sellers today from the outset, and 
as trading progressed the offering from 
such quarters increased in volume. At 
the same time the July option was in 
active demand from Armour & Company. 
This condition of affairs was coincident 
with a report that representatives of 
Gates and Armour at a secret meeting 
had made a joint agreement to liquidate 
May holdings and switch into the July 
option, thus forming the basis for a deal 
in July wheat by means of which any 
possible loss from the attempted

All 
college women in Atlanta and in the 
state are invited to enter the Georgia 
chapter, which may be done by forward- 
ing their name, college, and address to 
the secretary-treasurer. 

The General Southern Association of 
College Women, of which the Georgia 
chapter is a branch, was organized at 
the University of Tennessee in July, 1903. 
The association has for its immediate 
end the education of women in the south. 
This advancement is to be, in part, ac- 
complished along the following lines: 
First, the creation of a strict line of de- 
marcation between secondary schools and 
colleges, so that young girls sh&ll not be 
given the impression that they are re- 
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cation is hardly that of a high school; 
second, the improvement of secondary, 
schools, through the efforts of college 
women in the south, of elementary 
schools; third, the establishment of defi- 
nite standards, by which schools and col- 


_leges for girls and women may be méas- 
| ured. 


The spirit and ambition of ,the associa- 
are accurately expressed in these 
words: “The Southern Association, with 
no intention of rivalry with the Associa- 
tion of Collegiate Alumnea, but rather of 
cooperation, plans to organize a South- 
ern Woman’s Association, with all the 
members of the Association of Collegiate 
Alumnea in the south, for working a so- 
lution of the educational problems which 
are distinctly southern. Many of our 
secondary schools for girls, for instance, 
are in need of financial aid, of stimula- 
tion, of encouragement in some cases. 

We can find 
in this field a large and important work. 
We do not expéct to accomplish even one 
of these aims immediately; we only hope

Congregationalist, have been the associa- 
tion’s superintendents of instruction, the 
two first named being still in harness, 
The mne who are identified with the or- 
ganization as officers and directors are 
among the most prominent business and 
professional men of Albany. All serve 
without pecuniary compensation. 

The annual assebly lasts eight days, 
beginning on Sunday morning and con- 
tinuing through the following Sunday. 
Men who have faced large audiences and 
congregations in all sections of the coun- 
try assert that the congregations which 
gather in the auditorium of the Georgia 
chautauqua on the mornings of, opening 
Sundays are the most inspiring assem- 
blages ever seen in the south. The audi- 
terium seats 4,000, and there is abundant 
standing room besides. 

In southwest Georgia the chautauqua 
has the right of way during assembly 
week. The railway schedules are changed 
to accommodate parties living within a 
radius of 50 miles from Albany, and on 
certain days special trains are operated. 
Business receives secondary considera- 
tion, and no Albanian hesitates to give 
his time to the chautauqua.

It is expected that the La Lorraine will 
arrive one week from today. On 
Sunday evening, April 30, the French 
chamber of commerce, in this city, will 
tender a banquet to the delegates, 

President Charles-Roux, on Monday 
afternoon May !, will hold a reception 
in honor of delegates, and in the evening 
will be host at a dinner to the delegation 
on board the La Lorraine, at which May- 
or McClellan and others will make ad- 
dresses. 

On Tuesday, May 2, the delegation will 
start for Washington, where on the same 
evening a dinner will be given by Am- 
bassador Jusserand, at the French em- 
bassy, in honor of his*countrymen. 

All of the delegates are coming to this 
country for the purpose of studying the 
great railroad systems of the United 
States, as well as attending the congress.

Municipal ad- 
ministration -has been known to present 
difficulties and material for bitter criti- 
cism even in countries which enjoy a 
fixed svstem of government under a rec- 
ognized central authority. Shanghai, 
however, presents the spectacle of a cos- 
mopolitan city, detached from any larger 
administrative unfit, in which ‘home 
rule’ and “local option’ have been ap- 
plied successfully by Europeans of sev- 
era] nationalities living together and 
working out 
Chinese territory. 

The problem seemed at one time well- 
nigi unsolvable. In the finst davs of 
storm and stress. before the ship of this 
little state found herself; before the 
charter of self-government had _ been 
given to the municipal] electors by the 
treaty powers (Great Britain, France and 
the United States), in 1854; and later, 
when the Taiping rebellion drove neariy 
1.000.000 Chinese refugees into the set- 
tlement. there were many who despail- 
ed of the possibility of a mere municipal 
government steering 
dangers and difficulties which 
serious enough to call for the backing oc 
some powerful nation. 

In the fifty years which have elapsed 
gince those days the model settlement 
has gradualy established itself on a firin 
basis; and the little self-governing com- 
munity of merchants, working patiently 
by rough-and-ready methods, by make- 
shifts. compromisees and expédients, has 
built up a system of administration ad- 
mirably suited to the conditions by 
which it is su.rounded. 

The charter of Shanghai's municipal 
liberties, frequently threatened from 
within and without, has been not oniy 
maintained, but has been extended; and 
the result is a condition of affairs re- 
calling in many respects the free cities 
of the Hauseatic League.

peror and liable to Chinese law, paying | 


no taxes to China, but contributing to 
the municipal government, in which they 
are not represented, and relying on that 
body for protection against every form 
of injustice and oppression at the hands 
of native officials. : 
There are, in fact, fourteen nationall- 
ties included in the foreign population of 
Ghanghai, and the members of each pay 
taxes for the suport of an elected mu- 
nicipal board. which directs all the af- 
faire of the city; but though these for- 
elgmers are governed by one government, 
each individual is subject only to the 
jurisdiction of his own national govern- 


ment. 
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(say $900,000) the municipal council 
maintains a very small military force of | 
600 volunteers—horse, foot and artillery— 
in addition to about 1,000 police—Euro- 
peans, Sikhs and Chinese.

The money for all this is derived from 
a 10 per cent tax on house rentals, a 
land tax of one-half of one per cent on 
the assessed value, and from various 
trade licenses; and beyond this no other 
taxes are levied. 

The authority under which the munict- 
pal council of Shanghai is elected and un- 
der which its acts are perfofmed is a 
code known as the “land regulations,”’ 
approved by al] the treaty powers and 
tacifly accepted by the Chinese govern- 
ment. 

By this code all executive authority 
| within the limits of the settlement is vest- |, 
ed in the municipality. and that body may 
ibe proceeded against by suit in what i: 
/Known as the court o consuls, a special | 
court of three elected annually from | 
among the consuls. 

New legislation or amendments of the | 
existing code, as well as any action taken | 
‘at special meetings of the municipal elec-|

is in many respects similar to that of the} 
house of lords to the house of commons in| 
England. 

It is a natural result of these peculiar |

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USE OF SUFFERING. 


“Papa,” said a little 4-year-old 
boy who was ill, “does it @o 
God any good for us to. be 
sick?” 

He did not know that he asked 
a question that had puzzled many 
doctors of divinity. 

His father was dumbfounde:! for 
an instant, and then hesitatingly 
replied, “‘Why—yes, son—I suppose 
so-—in a way.”’ 

My purpose in relating this lt- 
tle incident is not to throw doubt 
on the goodness of God. The 
evidences of that are innumerable 
and overwhelming. Nor would I 
undertake its discussion otherwise 
than with the deepest reverence. 
But I believe that that bright lift- 
tle 4-year-old child voiced a liv- 
ing question that has burned its 
way into the souls of millions of 
men: Does it do God any good 
for us to suffer? Why does He 
permit it? 

This question as to the us¢s of 
suffering, and why it is permitted, 
involves questions so complex and 
profound that I dare say that no 
human mind shall ever be able 
to grasp their full meaning and 
significance. (We realife witn 
some degree of clearness and cer- 
tainty, but more or less vaguely, 
that our sufferings may not only 
in some way contribute to God's 
glory, but may be necessary to fit 
us for the widest usefulness and es- 
sential to our own highest good and 
ultimate happiness; provided, we 
do not needlessly subject our- 
selves to suffering, which would 
be suicidal The best answer w® 
can find is a study, in the light 
of God’s word, and the law® of 
mental and moral development, 
of the influence of suffering upon 
character. There are many things 
that the finite mind can never 
know. God says, “Believe and 
trust Me, and while you may not 
now fully understand. I will see 
to it that nothing befalls you but 
what shall in some way contribute 


to your welfare.”

Among our contemporaries, who are the 
most eager to secure wealth, enjoyment, 
unjust privileges, puerile distinctions;
